Meerschaum. 
From the London Times. 


The place most productive of this mineral 
is known to be near the town of Eski-scheir, 
in Anatolia, Asia Minor. A recent account 
by Herr Adler states that the preparation of 
100 boxes of meerschaum there takes 12 to15 
persons two months, and costs about £120. 
In Eski-scheir the average price of the box of 
mercantile ware has varied, since 1873, bet- 
ween about £6 to £10 (last year it was about 
the former.) Refuse ware can be had at 
about an eighth of the price. There are 10 
qualities, and each is to do had in four sizes, 
there being 25 to 40 pieces of the first size per 
box, and 450 to 1,500 pieces of the fourth (the 
box is 30 inches long, 8 inches broad, and 15% 
inches deep.) In the last two decades, the 
export of meerschaum has considerably in- 
creased ; from 3,000 boxes in 1855 it has risen 
to 11,100 in 1881. In Constantinople the trade 
is managed by about 15 firms—Austrian, Bul- 
rarian, reek, Armenian, and Turkish—who 
am their wares intothe Vienna market. 
The large importation into Vienna may be 
said to date from between 1850 and 1860, 
when the production of p!pe-bow!ls and cigar- 
tips was greatly increased forjexport to Eng- 
land, France, and North America. In 1860a 
considerable export of pipes to San Francisco 
was first developed, while large quantities of 
cigar-tips were sent to America and Australia 
vin Hamburg. Since then the conditions of 
the trade have altered much, chiefly in con- 
sequence of the high duties imposed in 
America. In that country arose, with the 
aid of emigrant turners from Austria, a home 
industry, which has successfully competed 
with the Vienna pipe manufacture, for the 
products of which America was previously 
the best customer. With France and Ger- 
many, the United States obtains the raw 
product mainly from Austria.

Flowers Stitched in Silk by the Skill. 
ful and Industriocus Embroiderers, 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 


_It isnot many years since the embroiderer’s 
stock in trade was confined toahalf dozen 
floral specimens, when, hassocks, pin-cush. 
ions and sofa pillows presented an eterna) 
repetition of a single pattern, with some 
slight variations—a pattern in which the 
moss rose servedasa piece de resistan 
supplemented with a rigid tulip, a distor 
fuchsia or a blighted lily of the bi a, Now 
the vegetable kingdom is the only Iimit, so 
far as floral designs sre concern and the 
human species is largely represented in some 
of the latter. ventures. The flowers intro. 
duced this season are rich in colors and in 
some instances complicated in form, and the 
imitation of nature is carried to a high de- 
gree of perfection, especially in the texture 
of the flower and leaf. Chief among the 


favorites is the golden rod, which blossoms 


forth on everything, from a piano-cover to a 
foot-rest, the degrees of success de ng 
upon the embroiderer. Nothing is more 
etfective than tufts of these rich yellow 
blossoms upon & went ape of crimson or 
olive plush. Coxcomb and princes’ feathers 
are wrought inthe sameway and made te 
stand out 1n distinct relief upon the founda. 
tion. 

A handsome piece of work in this style w 
an olive plush screen, done in golden rod and 
coxcomb in their natural shades of yellow 
and crimson. The Fay ree effect is obtain- 
ed by the variety of coxcomb which shades 
from red to yellow.
